For  Code  Infractions 


In  a recent  Honor  Council  trial, 
nine  students  were  found  guilty 
of  Word  of  Wisdom  violations- 
the  first  to  be  tried  by  the  coun- 
cil. 

The  offenders  were  reported 
for  their  conduct  while  repre- 
senting the  school  as  members  of 
the  concert  band  on  its  recent 
tour  through  Arizona. 

Testimony  by  other  members 
of  the  band  indicated  that  offend- 
ers were  smoking,  drinking, 
and  participating  in  a “jam” 
session”  in  an  unauthorized  estab- 
lishment. The  case  was  made 
doubly  serious  by  the  possibility 
of  damage  to  the  school’s  reputa- 
tion because  of  the  many  people 
who  saw  these  students'  actions 
and  knew  they  were  representa- 
tives of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity.

The  violators  each  admitted 
their  guilt.  They  were  made  to 
realize  how  serious  the  effects 
of  their  misconduct  were,  and  the 
importance  of  maintaining  the 
Honor  Code  at  this  school.  They 
were  in  most  cases  willing  to  co- 
operate with  the  Honor  Council 
and  cease  their  Word  of  Wisdom 
violations  while  they  are  mem- 
bers of  this  studentbody. 

Because  of  the  seriousness  of 
the  case  and  the  fact  that  this 
was  the  first  of  its  type,  the 
Council  deliberated  at  great 
length  on  its  recommendation  to 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 
The  penalties  finally  imposed  on 
the  nine  are: 

1.  The  privilege  of  representing 
the  school  in  any  public  function 
(including  playing  for  school 
dances)  until  the  end  of  the  sum- 
mer quarter  this  year  is  forfeited. 

2.  They  are  each  on  probation, 
and  are  required  to  accept 
Church  standards  henceforth 
BYU. 

3.  They  are  to  report  their 
progress  at  set  intervals  to 
member  of  the  Honor  Council.
